William Palmer, of the Natioual Museum,
Washington, gives a great deal of informa-
tion about the Fox Seal Islands, 0!

respeci to both these passions, which, if they
existin animals, exist'independent of reason,
or as instincts. Pain seems intended by an
All-wise Providence to preveut the dissolu-
tion of organs, and cannot follow their
destrnction.

There haove been several instances in
which the process of death has been ob-
served, even to ils terminatiou, by philoso-
phers, and the instances are worth repeat-
ing: Dr. Cullen, when dying, is said to
have faiotly articulated to one of hie inti-
mates: I wish I had the power of writing
or speaking, for then I woula deseribe to
vou how pleasant a thing it is to die.”

Ber-
thollet and Gay-Lusaac, died in his chair so
quietly that not a drop o the coffes in the
cup which he beld in bhis hand was spilt.

Time Ahead for Farmers.

The populatian of this country is increas-
ing to such an extent, and so much of the
old land has gone out of cultivation, that it
has been suggested that within ten years it
may be found neeessary to import large
quantities of wheat to feed the ever-inoreas-
ing population,¥ The scresge of cnltivated
farm land is rapidly decreasing, Vermont,
New Hampshire and Massachusetts being
full of abandoned farms on which the trees
are again encroaching, and Massachuselts
has to-day as much wooded land as when it
was first settled, and far more than a cen-
tury ago. The statistics which have been
izsued by the American Department of Ag-
riculture for the year 1889 contain some in-
teresting figures on the state of agriculture
in the United States during the past ten
years, a period which commenced in grest
prosperity and ended in great depression.
There has been a great decline, not only in
vield of crops, but also in prices, during
this period. Now, howeaver, prices seems o
be recovering not only in the ecase of wheat,
but also for farm stock, snd caleulations
?;9': been made to show th:&o by IJI anuery,

a ulation ot 72,000, wi uire
in -taplﬁ;:'ups 0 lra?:)f m,soo.oonn:!exm;
and, aliowing an addition of 12,000,000 acres
to be made to the cultivated land in the in-
terval, there wonld be, by the time named,
8 deficit of nearly 4,000,000 acres, which, of
course, will go on increasing at a very rapid
rate. If these calculasious be correct, they
show that farmers are about to enter on a
new era of prosperity, and that a most im-
portant industry will be again placed on a
solid basis.

A surgeon states that of 5,000 decrepit or
aged soldiers that have been brought under

Oxford men who had rowed in the ‘varsity’
races, published a few years ago, showed
that & comparatively small percentage of
them lived out the allotted time. A physi-
cian has compiled some very elnborate
statistics to dewonstrate that men of thonght
live, on an average, 314 years longer than
men in the ordinary vocations of lile,

Excellence of Rnllrond Bervice.

A traveler on the London and North
Western Railway, while going southward
from Edinburg by the West Coast route,
states that noticiug the great speed of the
train, he took the trouble to reckon what it
was, In the spaceof six miles he found
that it averaged 80 miles ano hour, He was
sitting in a compartment of an eight-
wheeled coach weighing sbout 19 tons, and
votwithstanding the extraordinary speed,
there was an entire absence of oscillation,
and both the earriage and the permunent
way are deseribed as being ina state of
perfection. So far as any motion of the
earriage was concerned, it was impossible
for the passenger to tell whether he was
going at the rate of 80 miles an hour or 18.

ing the direction of sight until a favorable
position is secured. The most difficult part
of the business is to have the inexperienced
person fix the sight on some ohject and hold
the eye periectly quiet. Ifthis can be done
only for a few seconds the operator ap-
proaches the mote with ibe point of the
stick, still holding the eyelids, and with
gentle passes and gredual advances soon
touches the speck and brines 1t awav. The
transparency of the eye makes it necessar
to approach the suriace with care, or it wil
be reached before it is expected. If the
mote be hidden underneath the npper eye-
lid the evelash sbould be gently raised,
while the upper partof the lid is held down-
ward with the stick. When turned the
stick is withdrawn and thelid is beld in this
position by the eyelash. Where iron is
worked particles of metal are sametimes al-
lowed to remain in the eye for several hours,
when they seem to rust fast and cannot be
removed by a stick. In such cases the
point of & penknife blade, made quite sharp,
is used, and if it is magoetized so much the
better.

Latest Form of Rubber Pavement.

The municipal anthorities of Brussels
have decided to experiment on the new
compound, ‘“‘cacutchous macadam.” A
portion of one of the principal boulevards
of the city is being paved with this material.
The eompound consists of a mixture of
India rubber and different kings of stones,
ground up together, and converted into &
sort of cement by means of heat. The
material is stated to be hard, elastio and
endurable, and to be unchanged by either
heat or cold. It is anticipated that it will
prove extremely well adapled for running
tracks, and lawa tennis courts,

Exconvator for Sewer Trenchos.

A new machine has been designed for the
excavation of sewer trenches, The material
in this system of excavation 1s handled bat
onoe, and the operation is eontinnouns, a line
of loaded buckets passing out, and a line of
empty ones returning to be filled at the
same time. Ordinary excavating machines
require the empty buckets to be returned
over the same line over which the full ones
are sent out, and it is claimed that for this
reason the new machine can work more
rapidly and cheaply.

Ehelter on Board RBhip.

An invention which will be beartily wel-
comed by seafaring men is an improved
shelter for watchmen or officers on watch on
board steamships or sailing vessels. The
usuul shelter jor the wateh or officers on the
brigge or other part of a steamer 18 com-
posed of a eanvas sheet lashed taut to up-
rights, top rail and foot board, the canvas
being carried to about the height of a man's
shoulders, so that his head is exposed to the
toree of the wind, nnd a serious straio is
imposed on his eyesight. The iavention,
which has jost been patented, improves the

itiou of the man, shielding him from
wind by directing it over his bead, and en-
abling the shield or sereen to be turned to face
the wind. A screen frame is pivoted, and,
instead of canvuss, sheet iron, galvanized, is
used as the screen, which is of such a depth
and so curved Irom the feet downward that
the wind becomes pocketed and somewhat
compressed. The consequence is that in
rising up the hollow of the curve so asto
giufun extra impetus upward along the
fuce of the screen, the wind is fo up
over the Lead o/ the man or officer on wateh.

A Fne-Simile of the Original Plate Contala=
Ing the Savior's Death Order.
New York Telegram.]

In an odd coliection of bowie knives,
pistols and other riff-raff at one of the many
museums on the Bowery, a few days ago, T
came aoross a small brass piate, the surfuce
of which was eovered with Hebrew charae-
ters, A small card that hung above it read
as follows:

The following is a copy of the most mem-
orable judicinl sentence which has ever been
prooounnced in the anoals of the world—
namely, that of death against the Buvior,
the knowledgeof which must be interesting
in the highest degree to every Christian.
The sentence is word for word as follows:

Bentence pronvunced by Pontius Pilate,
Intendant o' the Province of Lower Galilee,
that Jesus of Nazareth shall suffer death by
the cross. In the seventeenth year of the
reign of the Emperor Tiberius, and on the
25th of the month of March, in the most
holy city of Jerusalem, during the Poutifi-
cate of Anoas and Calaphas, Pontins Pilate,
Intendant of the Province of Lower Galilee,
sitting in judgment in the Presidental seat
of the Praetors, sentences Jesas Christ of
Nazareth to death on a cooss between two
robbers, as the numerous and notorious testi-
monials of the people prove:

One—Jesus is s misleader,

Two—He has excited the people fo sedi-
tion.

Three—He s an enemy fo the laws,

Four—He ealls himsel! the Son ol God,

Five—He calls himself falsely the King
of Israel.

Six—He went into the temple followed by
a multitude earrviog palms in their hands,
Orders—The first centurion, Quintus Cor-
nelins, to bring him to the plave of execu-
tion , torbids all persons, rich or poor, to
prevent the execution of Jesus. The wit-
pesses who have signed the execution
aguinst Jesus are: One, Daniel Robani,
Pharisee; iwo, John Zorobubel; three,
Raphael Robani; four, Capet. Jesus to be
taken out of Jerusalem through the gates of
Tourne.

THE ELECTRICAL WORLD.

Late Applicentions of the Mysterions Curreat
to Man's Progress and Comiort.
[WRITTEY FOR THE DISPATON.!

RECENT experiments have suggested vari-
ons directions in which the use of the search
light can be extended, One of thess is the
vertical projection of the light rays, by &
speeial adjustment of the lamp, so as to
throw = brilliant shaft of light, high into
the air. It is said that this beam can be
seen further than any other analogous mode
of communication. The explanation of its
effectivenesas is that a fog does not exist ex-
cept close to the water, and that the beam can
be seen by looking up into the air not much ob-
scured by fog: so that the amount of fog which
the sight bas to pensetrate to gaina view of
this soaring beam, is not so great asthat be-
hind which the ship is hidden.

There isagreat
deal in the us« and the abuse of imarioation,
and it has been said that people who are taken
vinlently ill atter ridinga fow blocks on the
electric cars are ready to be rated as firsi-class
cranks, as far as imagination is concerned. A
currant of electricity, properly adjosted as to
strength and daration, may be very adranta-
geously passed through the body under certain
conditions, but magnetism has no effect what-
ever upon the buman system.

Pror. W. D. MaRK'S prophecy, which
has been going the rounds of the papers,
that within ten years the journey from New
York to Philadelphia will b= made in 38
minutes, on a train going at the rate of 150
miles an hour, is by no means an extrava-
gant one. In point of fact the length of
time given for the accomplishment of this
distinet progress in modern rapid transit, gives
a very wide and safe margin, A carcan be
